US-China Relations 


Welcomed 


Speaking on behalf of the General Synod 
of the United Church of Christ, UCC Presi- 
dent Avery Post and UCBWM executive 
Vice-President David Stowe welcomed the 
establishment of diplomatic relations be- 
tween the U.S. and the People’s Republic 
of China. Post and Stowe reiterated that in 
1971 the General Synod of the UCC urged 
that the People’s Republic of China be 
accepted as a member of the United 
Nations and that relations between the 
U.S. and the PRC be normalized, a position 
reiterated again in 1977 by the United 
Church Board for World Ministries. 

In response to the re-establishment of 
diplomatic relations, Post and Stowe 
stated that ‘‘one of the most significant 
elements in the new Chinese policy is the 
plan for large-scale exchanges of 
personnel with the U.S., including the 
sending of thousands of young people for 
study in the West. Christian churches must 
be alert and ready to share cordially in 
these enlarging contacts, contributing 
both good-will and Christian perspectives 
to the process of communication which 
now appears to be opening up.” 


UCC-Disciples 
Merger Talks 
Recommended 


The 1.8 million-member United Church 
of Christ and the 1.3 million-member 
Christian Church (Disciples of Christ) will 
be asked this year to intensify interrela- 
tionships. begun during two years of 
exploratory conversations about union. 
However, a joint working group of the two 
denominations, charged with guiding 
exploratory conversations during the past 
18 months, will not ask for the initiation of 
formal union negotiations. 
tiations. 

The working group based its recommen- 
dations on written responses, mostly 
favorable, from more than 150 local 
church study groups, from UCC 
conferences and Disciples regions and 

from most of the national program arms of 
the churches. 


The 14-member group, headed by the 
presidents of the two churches, will make 
a report that calls on the general 
legislative bodies to increase study and 
interaction at all levels in the two 
denominations during the next six years. 


“We detect a willingness to explore the 
possibilities of a new community of faith 
but see no clear call for union negotiations 
at this time,” said the Rev. Avery D. Post, 
New York, NY, president of the UCC, and 
Kenneth L. Teegarden, Indianapolis, IN, 
president of the OC(DC), both of whom 
co-chair the joint working group. 


The two presidents further said, ‘‘The - 


working group feels that while the 
churches are not ready to vote on union 
they dare not abandon each other. Oneness 
in Jesus Christ is God’s gift and efforts 
must continue to make it real.” 


The recommendation of the joint work- 
ing group will go through denominational 
processes leading to action by the United 
Church of Christ General Synod in 
Indianapolis, IN, June 22-26, and the 
Disciples’ General Assembly in St. Louis, 
MO, October 26-31.

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Belvidere UCC 
Completes 


New Parsonage 


On December 18 pastor Rev. Collie 
Seymour and his family moved into the 
newly completed parsonage of Belvidere 
United Church of Christ, Belvidere, TN. 
Located directly behind the old parsonage 
which will eventually be removed, the 
Seymours report that they greatly enjoy 
the comfort and warmth of the new home. 


In at least two respects Belvidere UCC’s 
new parsonage is highly unusual. In the 
first place, it is completely paid for. Over 
$23,000 in contributions was received from 
the 120 member congregation which, in 
addition to other income, covered the 
$31,000 construction costs. In the second 
place, the new parsonage was built largely 
with volunteer congregational labor, 
estimated in the magnitude of nearly 2,000 
man hours of free labor! 

Reflecting on this achievement, Rev. 
Seymour commented that “‘in addition to 
the money contributed many members, 
too many to name, gave time and effort. 
Some who gave time and labor left things 
undone at home in order to get the work of 
the parsonage finished. There was that 
kind of dedication among the people. 
Without the time and labor that was given, 
the total cost of the new house would be 
much greater than it is. The new 
parsonage is evidence of what a congrega- 
tion can do when they decide to do some- 
thing and then work together to achieve 
it.”

In response, pastor Harold Auler discov- 
ered that reserve parking signs for handi- 
capped persons are presently being 
manufactured for use in hospital parking 
lots. The signs cost $5.00 each and consist 
of baked enamel on steel plate. Orders 
may be placed either for a sign with 
“Reserved Parking” in large letters — or 
for a sign with the same wording in 
smaller letters above the international 
symbol for non-ambulatory persons.

The Nestle Boycott: 
Pro and Con 


This past November, 1978 both the 
United Church Board for World Ministries 
and the National Council of Churches 
officially endorsed a boycott against 
Nestle Co., Inc., and their affiliate 
companies. The endorsement of the 
boycott was in relation to Nestle’s strong 
advertising and sales promotion of milk 
formula in Third World Countries which 
has been linked toa condition called 
“Bottle Baby Disease,” an illness current- 
ly leading to malnutrition, gastro-enteritis 
and death for some 10 million babies in 
Third World developing nations. 

In response, Nestle’s corporation has 
released and forwarded to many churches 
a 24-page report denying culpability in the 
situation.

From the Atlantic Ocean to the 
Mississippi River, from the Gulf of Mexico 
to the mountains of Kentucky, the 
Southeast Conference covers a broad 
expanse of territory. Contained within her 
boundaries are some 120 churches — 
widely dispersed — widely diverse in 
heritage and religious expression — and 
yet united in the conviction that the 
churches of Jesus Christ ‘“‘may all be one.”

It 
was with William and Bruce in mind that 
in 1926 the church was renamed Barton’s 
Chapel on the occasion of the completion of 
the church’s present building.
